The 
huge crater was covered with smoke 
and there were incessant eruptions. 
Great quantities of ashes were blown 
in the air, and were falling toward 
the sea, thus obscuring everything. 
New lava was observed running out 
toward the sea for half a mile. It was 
probably lava which had been cooled 
by sea water. It was of a brownish 
color. It was impossible to get close 
to the town. The sea was littered 
with trees and other wreckage. 

We attempted to proceed to St. La- 
cla, through the falling muck of ashes, 
but found it impossible. It meant suf- 
focation to try it. We returned and 
entered the belt again miles out at 
sea, but there was the same result. 
On the horizon there was nothing to 
be seen but falling ashes, and other 
muck which were piled up like an 
enormous wall. Inside the belt all 
was dark. We put back and steamed 
round the island to the westward. Op- 
posite Georgetown we encountered a 
gale of wind carrying swoke and dé- 
bris. To the north the entire territory 
of the disturbed district was clearly 
visible. Besides the large crater, nu- 
merous small craters were in eruption. 
Many rivers of lava were flowing sea- 
ward, one of them half a mile wide. 
When we were close to Georgetown 
we passed to windward along the 
coast toward St. Lucia, and saw no 
signs of life. It is believed that every 
person within the disturbed area per- 
ished. Refugees at Georgetown and 
Belair are in danger.

FIFTY YEARS AGO.

Overloading of Thin Crust of Earth 
With Sediment of Great Rivers Said 
to Be the Cause of Such Catas- 
trophies—Interesting Speculation.

NEW YORK, May 10.—[{ Exclusive 
Dispat«h.] Extraordinary as it may 
seem, the St. Pierre disaster was pre- 
dicted by scientists over fifty years ago. 
In 1851 scientific writers declared that 
before another half century there 
would be a violent earthquake or other 
volcanic disturbance in the group of 
islands of which Martinique is the cen. 
ter, 

There are two chief causes of such 
disturbances: first, volcanic explosions, 
and second, overloadng. The St. Pierre 
disaster, say scientists, was caused by 
the latter. By overloading is meant 
the carrying down of silt or sand by 
large rivers, thus creating extra pres- 
sure on a certain spot of thin sur- 
face of earth. This increases until tt 
makes a slight crack in the crust of 
the earth, causing an eruption of lava 
or a disaster like the earthquakes o' 


Martinique, were especially 
to this danger. They are the — 
ground for all the sand, silt and 
ment washed down hy the Onio ang 
Mississipp! Rivers, besides all 
smaller rivers that flow into the 
of Mexico. Very few people have ang 
idea of the great quantity of sedimeml 
that is washed down by large rivers 
But a scientist has estimated that ¢ 
belt line of freight cars could not haa 
more than half as much as the Pote 
mac River deposits at ite mouth. Whag 
then, shall be said of the sedimen® 
carrying power of a mighty torre 
like the Mis<iesippi, which deposits 
enormous Wad among the West Indies 
Every city or island near the mou 
of a large river like New York tse i@ 
danger of earthquakes and volcanit 
explosions. Such dangerous districts 
are, for instance, lands near the mout® 
of the River Po, into which a numbe 
of other rivers empty great quantities 
of silt: the Bay of Bengal, which fs tie 
dumping ground for the famous Ganges 
and other rivers: the Yellow Sem, 
which receives loads of sandy deposit | 
from the Chinese river Yang-Tse, and 
the district around the mouth of the 
Amazon. Smaller and slower river 
such as the Hudson and Rhine, are nog 
apt to cause earthquakes, though they 
are certain to do so if only given sufi 
ent time. 
The surface of the earth Is very thin, 
in proportion to the bulk, The skin of 
an ordinary orange, so say scientists, 
is much thicker than the rind of the 
earth upon which we tread, in propor- 
tion to its size. Any very serious ak 
teration in weight which rests ups 
this thin earth surface, therefore, i 
liable to cause pressure that results ip 
earthquakes and similar disturbances, 
Every region, whether land or water, 
that lier at the foot of a long sloping 
territory, and thus at the mouth of 
great rivers, is in danger of such sud- 
den disasters as have befallen Lisbom, 
Charleston and St. Pierre.

Second—That the said defendants 
for many years last past have been 
and are also engaged im the business 
of selling such fresh meats at the 
places where they are so prepared to 
dealers and consumers in divers States 
and Territories of the said United 
States other than those wherein the 
Said meats are so prepared and sold 
as aforesaid and in the District of 
Columbia and in foreign countries and 
in shipping the same meats when 
do sold from the said places of their 
preparation, over the several lines of 
transportation of several railroad com- 
panies serving as common carriers, to 
such dealers and consumers, pursu- 
ant to such sales; and in so doing hav- 
ing been and are engaged in trade and 
commerce among the several States 
and Territories of the United States 
and of the District of Columbia and 
with foreign nations. 

Third—That the said defendants for 
many years last past, have been, and 
are now engaged in the business of 
shipping such fresh meats from the 
said several points where the same 
are 80 prepared for consumption over 
the several lines of transportation of 
the several railroad companies serv- 
ing the same, as common carriers to 
their respective agents located at and 
near the principal markets for such 
meats in other States and Territories 
than those wherein the said fresh 
mats are so prepared for consump- 
tion as aforesaid, and in the District 
of Columbia and in foreign countries 
for saie by those agents in those 
markets, and in such other States and 
Territories and the District of Colum- 
bia and in foreign countries to deal- 
ers and consumers: and have been 
and are, through those agents, sell- 
ing the same in those markets and 
in so doing have been and are en- 
gaged in trade and commerce among 
the several States and Territories of 
the United States and the Distriet of 
Columbia and with foreign nations, 

Fourth—That of the total volume of 
trade and commerce among the said 
States and Territories and District of 
Columbia in fresh meats, the said 
defendants together control about 60 
per cent., having during the year 1901 
purchased and slaughtered as afore- 
said, and sold and shipped in the 
form of fresh meats as aforesaid, 
4.000.000 cattle, 5,000,000 sheep and 6.- 
(00.000 hogs. 

Fifth—That as to such trade and 
commerce among the several States 
and Territories and District of -Colum- 
bia, and with foreign nations in fresh 
meats, the said defendants should, 
and but for the acts hereinafter com- 
plained of, would be and remain in 
free and unrestrained competition with 
each other. 

THROTTLE COMPETITION. 

Sixth—That the said defendants, in 
Violation of the provisions of an act 
of Congress approved July 2, 1890, en- 
titled “an act to protect trade and 
commerce against unlawful restraints 
and monopolies,” and in order to re- 
strain competition among themselves 
(which would otherwise exist.) as to 
the purchase of live st necessary to 
the production of the ats produced 
by them, have engaged in and intend 
to continue an unlawful combination 
and conspiracy between themselves for 
directing and requiring their re- 
respective purchasing agents at the 
Said stockyards and open and com- 
petitive markets, where they cus- 
tomarily purchase such Hve stock, to- 


wit: Kansas City and St. Joseph, Mo.: 
Omaha, Neb.; Sioux City. lowa: St. 
Paul, Minn.; East St. Louls and chi- 
cago, III.; aforesaid (the same being 
live stock produced and owned prin- 
cipally in other States and Territories 
of the United States, and shipped by 
the owners thereof to such stockyards 
and open markets for competitive sale 
to persons and corporations engaged 


in producing and dealing in fresh 
meats in the manner aforesald (to 
refrain from bidding against -each 


other, except perfunctorily and with- 
out good faith when making purchases 
of such live stock on behalf of the 
said defendants, respectively, and by 
this means inducing and compelling 
such owners of such live stock to part 
with the same at such stockyards and 
open markets at prices less than they 
would there receive, If such bidding 


} tion, and 


conspiracy to arbitrarily, 
from time to time, raise, lower and fix 
prices, and to maintain uniform prices 
at which they will sell directly, or 
through their respective agents such 
fresh meats to dealers and consumers 
throughout the said States and Terrt- 
tories and the District of Columbia 
end foreign countries, and that the 
erbitrary raising, lowering, fixing and 
maintaining of such prices, in pur- 
suance of the said combination and 
conspiracy, is being and is to be ef- 
fected through the action of divers of 
their agents and attorneys to your 
petitioner unknown, in secretly hold- 
ing periodical meetings at some place 
or placés to your petitioner unknown, 
and thfre agreeing on the prices to 
be adopted by the said defendants, re- 
spectively, in such trade and com- 
merce to be enforced by them until at 
a subsequent meeting the same may 
be changed; which said prices are 


modified by letters and telegrams in 
plain language and divers codes and 
ciphers, and they have been, and 


are, maintained by said defendants by 
adhering to the same in their sales 
made directly, and among other ways, 
by collusively restricting and curtail- 
ing the quantities of such meats 
shipped by them in such trade and 
commerce to the markets aforesaid 
whenever necessary or conducive 
the maintaining of the pres fixed: 
imposing against each other 
divers penalties for any and all 
deviations by the said defendants, or 
any of them from the prices so fixed, 
by establishing a uniform rule for the 
giving of credits lo dealers throughout 
the said States and Territories and 
District of Columbia and foreign coun- 
tries, and for the conduct of the bust 
ness of such dealers with penalties as 
between the said defendants for viola- 
tions thereof, by noti*ying each other 
of the delinquencies of the said deal- 
ers and keeping what is commonly 
known as a “blacklist” of such de- 


linquents, and refusing to sell such 
meats to any of such delinquents; 
which said combination and con- 


spiracy above set forth is one in re- 
straint and monopoly of commerce 
among the Several States and Terri- 
tories of the said United States and 
the District of Columbia, and with 
foreign countries. 

OTHER VIOLATIONS. 


Ninth—And the said defendants, in 
violation of the provisions of the sala 
act of Congress, approved July 2, 1890, 
have engaged and intend to continue 
an unlawful combination and con- 
spiracy to direct and require their re- 
spective agents near many of the 
markets for such fresh meats through- 
out the said several States and Terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia to 
arbitrarily make and impose uniform 
chares for cartage for the delivery, 
upon making sales, to dealers and con- 
sumers in those markets of the meats 
shipped to them through the said 
agents by the said defendants, re- 
spectively from their said several 
points of preparation of the same 
when no such charges have been or 
are customary in such trade and com- 
merce, or would be made but for sald 
combination and conspiracy, thereby 
increasing the charges for such meats 
to said dealers and consumers in such 
markets and preventing the purchase 
of the same by those who are unable 
or unwilling to pay more than the 
price of the meats themselves without 
such additional charges; which said 
combination is also in restraint of such 
trade and commerce aforesaid. 

REBATES FROM RAILROADS. 

Tenth—That notwithstanding’ the 
common carriers by rallroads subject 
to the provisions of the laws of the 
United States for the regulation of 
commerce have established and ub- 
lished and do now and will establish 
and publish respectively the schedules 


of rates, fares and charges for the 
transportation of live stock to the 
places of ite conversion into such 


meats as aforesaid and for the trans- 
portation of such meats as aforesaid; 
and notwithatanding such rates were 
and are, and will be the only lawful 
[rates for the transportation as afore- 
said of such orticiles, the said defend- 
ants intending thereby to monopolize 
and attempt te monopolize the com- 
merce aforesaid and prevent competl- 
tion thereir have all and each ene 
gaged in and will continue arrange- 
ments and agreements with divers 
officers and agents of such common 
carriers, whereby said defendants were 
to receive by means of rebates and 
other devices, unlawful rates for such 
transportation, much less than the 
said lawful rates, and were to ex:lu- 
sively enjoin and share euch unlawful 
advantage to the exclusion of com- 
petitors and would-be competitors and 
the general public, and have accord- 
ing so enjoyed and shared them and 
will, unless restrained by this honor- 
able court, continue to do so, and by 


were really competitive, as between the 


said purchasing agents of the ld 
defendants; and the said defendants 
had caused and are causing their 


agents, respectively, to refrain from 
bidding accordingly, and have in- 
duced and are inducing each other, an! 


force of the consequent inability of 
competitors and would-be competitors 
to engage or to continue in such com- 


merce without ruinous loss, have mon- 
opolized and are monopolizing and will 
continue to monopolize the said 


will unless restrained by this honorable 
court continue, in pursuance of such 
conspiracy, to induce each other to re-

WORRIES CITY FATHERS. 


SCAVENGER SYSTEM MAY SUC- 
CEED PRIVATE CONTRACT.

Health Authorities Believe a Change 
Would Benefit the City—Refuse Now 
Wed to Hogs Instead of Being Cre- 
‘mated—Bonds May Be Voted for the 
Purpose. 


As a crematory for the disposal of 
garbage, the bog department has got 
proved a success. 

This conclusion has been reached by 
the city officials after a long trial. 

declare that the present system 
if @ menace to the public health, and 
that a change must soon be made. 

To perpetuate the present inefficient 
and unsanitary methods of garbage 
collection they believe would turn back 
the tide of progress which has borne 
igs Angeles to the forefront among 
American cities. 

Arrangements are now being made 
for a bond election, at which it is 
propored to submit school and sewer 
bend issues. Why not submit at the 
fame time, an issue for the installa- 
tion of a thoroughly-equipped and 
up-to-date scavenger system, such as 
fig im operation in other cities? The 
City Fathers are now pondering this 
ion. it had been hoped that 
ancient money would be derived from 
the sale of street-railway franchises to 
e@able the city to take care of the 
disposition of garbage. Litigation has 
intervened, and now the plan of a 
bend election is being discussed.

For the past two years a very pow- 
erful microscope has been in use in 
Los Angeles. A flower petal or a bit 
of crockery, mixed with the garbage 
by mischance, has been considered 
sufficient excuse for dumping much of 
the foul-smelling mess in the street. 

ascertain the secret of this 
micety of selection, a visit to the al- 
leged crematory just outside the city 
on Santa Fé avenue, is all that is 
necessery. Such a trip will convince 
the most skeptical that the droves of 
hogs in the vicinity are for use, and 
the furnaces chiefly for ornament. 

All along the line of the river bed, 
and extending well up to the crema- 
tory site; are hog yards, reeking with 
the refuse of Los Angeles kitchens. In 
some of these yards the decayed mat- 
ter is piled in mounds two feet and 
more above the level of the ground, 
The swine not only have to subsist on 
this sort of stuff, but are compelled 
to lle and wallow in it. 

In due course of time, this garbage- 
fed pork is sold in the public market. 

A member of the Council, who in- 
vestigated conditions one day, when 
the contractors did not know he was 
coming, Geclares that he has since 
eaten less pork than a Jew. 

According to the health authorities. 
hogs raised on kitchen ell produce 
a low grade of pork, but garbage-fed 


Wine are more likely to be diseased. | 


Swill has to be used while compara- 
tively fresh, but garbage is dumped 
into the pens and allowed to rot. 

Tt is the general opinion that the 
garbage will not be burned as long as 
favored contractors have charge of its 
disposition. Farmers are only too giad 
to purchase it as a substitute for other 
feed. To date the city officials have 
not shown a dieposition to be very 
strict in enforcing the terms of the 
contract. 

It will not soon be forgotten that 
when the Health Office started an in- 
vestigation of the disposition of garb- 
age some time ago, members of the 
Counct! reatiired the inspectors to de- 
sist. The contractors are supposed to 
have @ political “pull,” and the inspect- 
ora, appointed by the Council, lost no 
time in forgetting all the unpleasant 


. facta they had learned about the *ys- 


tem. Pivery one in the Health (Office, 
it je stated, was hauled over the coals 
and warned to let the garbage con- 
tractors alone. 

During a recent trip of inspection 
four members of the Counci! passed 
the crematory and stopped to investi- 
gate eut eurlositye A nest of small 
mice «as found snugly ensconsed fust 
inside one ef the doors of the big fur- 
nace. Theta no evidence to show 
that 1 garbage had been burned for 
a moath. The City Fathers were highly 
unt no action was taken to 
‘bring the TontFaetors to time or to 
force the forfetture of the contract. 

One section of the instrument on file 
in the City Clerk's office reads that it 
je under cod and agreed that on ten 
days’ notice the Council may terminate 
the contract if the contractors fail to 
collect and dispose of the garbage as 
specified.” Another paragraph reads 
that the contractors “will for the full 
term of the contract, in a good and suf- 
ficient Manner, and at such times as 
not to ejudice the health or offend 
the sen of the inhabitants, collect 
and cremate the garbage and (dispose of 
the eshes according to specifications.” 
It t« also provided that all work done 
under the contract must be satisfactory 
to the Board of Health. Another para- 
graph contains the provision that the 
garbage “must be gathered in good 
substan@al Covered wagon’ . . . and

stable and animal garbage shall be 
burned.” Ashes and tin cans, when 
not mixed with other rubbish, must be 
removed and the contractors must re- 
celve at their crématory and burn ma- 
nure, tree trimmings,/ waste papers, 
mattresses and store and shop sweep- 


00 well the public knows the man- 
ner in which the contract has been car- 
ried out. For their service the con- 
tractors are paid a little over $900 a 
month. It is admitted on all sides that 
a new contract of similar nature would 
cost the city much more. 

Under a public scavenger system the 
municipality would own its own cre- 
matory and hire its own men. About 
$30,000, it is estimated, would be re- 
quired to install the plant. A crema- 
tory would cost $25,090: horses, $3500; 
wagons, $1200. If none of the city’s 
land is available for a site some addi- 
tional expense might be incurred on 
this account. It is alleged that the 
present plant has been found unsuit- 
able, and that it would not do the work 
of the city in a proper manner. 

Nine Wagons are now employed, and 
under the city system at least twelve 
would be required, Twelve drivers, 
two men at the crematory, a superin- 
tendent and an inspector would’ com- 
plete the force. Provision would be 
made for the, removal of crockery, 
glass, paper, rags and the ordinary 
refuse from houses when so separated 
that the combustible material is kept 
separate from the non-combustible. 

it is not believed that it would be 
prectical to extend the sphere of the 
Scavenger system to the removal of 
weedg lining the sidewalks on vacant 
lots, but all tin cans and other refuse 
of similar nature deposited on these 
lots would be taken care of. Every- 
thing conibustible would be burned. 

Under this system regular licenses 
would be issued to swill wagons giving 
them permission to remove this mat- 
ter from the restaurants under the su- 
pervision of the department. 

The system where it has been tried 
has resulted in the purification of cit- 
les and better sanitation. Garbage is 
not made oyer into diseased pork for 
public consumption, and other bless. 
ings, both vital and pleasng, are said 
— come from a public scavénger #ys- 
em.

The Stockton and Moke~ 
lumne Canal Company has made ar- 
rangements to dispose of $1 10,000 worth 
ef bonds to improve and increase its 
big irrigation system till it will cover 
the greater portion of the north halt 
of San Joaquin county. While the com- 
pany has about thirty miles of ditch 
at present, it wishes to construct nu- 
merous laterals so that fully forty 
thousand acres can be watered from 
the Mokelumne River.

recrud ce of agitation. 
It was with the greatest regret that 


the Pope finally agreed with Protoce- 


bade the retention of Mgr. Martinelli 
as apostolic delegate at Washington 
after his elevation to the cardinalate. 
He is credited with restoring religious 
peace in the United States, and it 4s 
admitted it will be difficult to find a 
worthy successor to him. 

The apostolic delegation at Washing- 
ton is now regarded by the Vatican as 
even more important than the nuncia- 
ture, a fact which proves how the 
world in general and the United States 
in particular has been moving in the 
last thirty years. It is regarded as 
probable that the Pope personally will 
solve the difficulty by selecting a prel- 
ate from outside the orthodox diplo- 
matic circle.

The 
retailers are to be benefited by bond 
thus established between them and 
buyers, and the fact that sellers will 
be backed by capital of $25,000,000. By 
this community of interest it is hoped 
to secure lower prices on goods, lower 
transportation rates, credits and other 
concessions that are now available only 
to large concerns. 

It is not the intention of the aso 
clation to do a general merchandise 
business, but to place the organization 
in a position where it will be able to 
take advantage d markets in different 
lines of staple goods. Estoppal of the 
further encroachment on the business 
of country retailers by big mail order 
and supply houses is one of the objects 
of the association.

NEW YORK, May 1°.—The effect of the 
stride order of the anthracite mine workers 
seemed to kill speculative interest in the stock 
market today. Pricés went lower in some 
cases, notably so, but the volume of liquida- 
tion was trivial and rather less in the coai- 
ere than n some other departments of the 
list. There were some large individual sale 
orders. in Union Pacific, St. Paul and a num- 
ber of other prominent stocks in which a 
has been active recently.

The unexpectedly poor showing by the banks 
had much the same effect on stocks, causing 
straggling declines on light selling.

To say nothing of the many 
new securities which have recently been push- 
ed forward into speculative activity and ad- 
vancing prices. there are many old-estabiished

recall the fact that the history 


HERE is now in court the case by 
which the Southern Pacific Rall. 
road Company sues to condemn a 
Slice of the Wolfskill tract along 
Alameda street, stretching north from 
Fourth street, and it is watched with 
a good deal of interest by a great 


many people. 
For years the railroad has been 
much cramped in its operation of 


trains out of the Arcade depot, and 
in its office room in the depot bulld- 
ing. The talk of enlarging the accom- 
modations has been chronic for years, 
but it has always begun and ended 
in talk. 

The railroad officials here on the 
ground have known that what the 
company needs is ali the land lying 
between Alameda and Centra! avenue, 
from the south end of the depot to 
Third street. 

THE FIRST BRIMSTONE. 

But the head men have had a smal! 
feud between themselves ever since the 


Arcade depot was bullt. It was a 
Huntington idea. The Crockers and 
Stanfords never approved of it. 


Charlie Crocker in his lifetime is said 
to have harbored a suspicion that the 
road was “jobbed" in business, and 
that nearly every official, high and 
low, got a “rake off“ for putting the 
depot there. It is a mile from the 
roundhouse and from the car yard. 
That means two miles of useless 
travel every time a train is made up 
or broken up, or every time an en- 
ne is needed at the Arcade depot. 
e lost time to the crews, the extra 
use of fuel, and the extra vr and 
tear Im such a business, taken to- 
gether, amount to big money. Charite 
Crocker is said to have used language 
that would not look well in print on 
a Sunday morning, when he saw what 
was done. He is said to have ex- 
claimed that even the late A. W. 
Towne was in the “job.” 


MUIR'S ADVICE. 


One of the most interested specta- 
tors of the sult now itn court !s J. A. 
Muir, recently superintendent of the 
company at this point, and in general 
charge of the road's interest. It is 
said that for years Muir has been try- 
ing to show’ the company that it 
ought to have all the land outlined 
above. He did pick up a few lots on 
Central avenue, between Fourth and 
Fifth, at a few hundred dollars each. 
He had an option, or something 
tantamount to that, on the whole 
Wolfskill holdings, between Alameda 
and Central avenue, and Third and 
Fourth streets, at $40,000. The strip is 
about 400 feet wide, and perhaps 1000 
feet long. Muir's advice was disre- 
garded. 

THE LATEST WARFARE. 
About a month ago the Ice and Cold 
Storage Company stepped in and 
bought the strip along Fourth street 
with a frontage of about 100 feet on 
Central avenue, and the same on Ala- 
meda street. The price has not been 
made public, but real estate men claim 
it was about 3350 per foot along Cen- 
tral avenue, or. say, $35,000 for the 
street strip 100x49 feet. This began to 
awaken the interest of the railroad 
people, as it was nearly as much for 
this little slice as the whole great 
block had been offered them at. When 
the railroad people saw that some one 
else was after the ground, they discov- 
ered that they wanted it very much. 
But the new buyers had been willing 
to pay for it. So the matter got into 
the courts. 

TRYING TO, COMPROMISE. 

For two weeks an effort has been 
made to reach a compromise. None of 
those interested will talk, and no one 
knows how far the negotiations have 
progressed. Rumors transpire that 
the Ice and Cold Storage people 
propose and Mr. Wolfskill consents to 
tranefer the eastern 200 feet along 
oF urth street and 100 feet on Alameda 
to the railroad company, and take a 
strip 200 feet on Central avenue by 100 
feet deep adjoining the strip 100 feet 
on Central avenue by 200 feet on 
Fourth held by the recent purchase. 
This would give the railroad a wide 
street 100 feet long, where the tracks 
debouch from the Arcade depot onto 
Alameda street. The railroad people 
are said to be dissatisfied. No one 
knows why. Probabiy because the 
relief is not ample enough. Well, there 
the affair rests, with no compromise 
reached, perhaps none in sight: If so, 
the courts will have to settle the dis- 
pute. 

COUNCILMANIC KNIFE SHARP- 

ENED FOR WOLFSKILL. 

Still another feud was precipitated 
over the Wolfskill property by the ac- 
tion of the Council in refusing to can- 
cel the lease on the public-market site, 
Great pressure was brought to bear to 
influence the location of the so-called 
putiic market in the first place, and 
after the Wolfskill site was selected, 
at a monthly rental orf $175, all wen 
as merry as a marriage bell for a time.

The Ban Righ had hardly been in 
mort a day before a Venezuelan gov- 
ermment gunboat quietly dropped in, 
too.

The 
Venezuelans have six ships of war. 
Two of them are craft taken from 
Spain by the United States, and the 
rest are tugboats with big guns 
mounted on them.

Things happened fast on the Ban 
Righ after that.

RAN HER DOWN. 


That afternoon Capt. Willis com- 
mitted his first act of piracy. They 
were approaching the Venezuelan coast 
when a coasting vessel hove in sight, 
and Gen. Matos made up his mind to 
8 her and use her in landing 
guns and ammunition. He sent his 
son to give Capt. Willis orders to do 
so, but the captain demurred. The 
young man turned on his heel without 
a word and disappeared, and aboyt 
two minutes afterward two ferociou 
looking Venezuelan officers climbed up 
to the bridge and marched straight up 
to C-~t. Willls. They held cocked re- 
volvers in their hands and it was evi- 
dent that they meant business. 
conversation that followed was short 
and to the point.

“I came out here to run guns to Co- 
lombia, not to get on a pirate cruise.” 

The officer did not argue. He raised 
his revolver until it was about on a 
level with the captain's nose and 
snorted: “Will you take that vessel or 
will you die where you stand?” The 
captain replied that he would take her. 

By this time the sloop was only 
about a quarter of a mile away, and 
Capt. Willis headed for her. Both the 
steamer and the sailing vessel were 
traveling fast. It was understood that 
Capt. Wiilis should run alongside, and 
already the horde of Venezuelans on 
the Ban Righ were gathered along the 
rail ready to pour over and aboard 
the prize the minute the two vessels 
touched. On the deck of the sloop 
eight or nine black men could be seen 
badly frightened. 

Probably Capt. WHiINs would have 
brought his vessel alongside in tidy 
fashion had he had an Englishman in- 
stead of a Venezuelan in his engine 
room; as it was, he made a mess of 
it. Just as he was within a few rods, 
he signalied to go about, but when he 
rang to go ahead again, the swarthy 
engineer forgot to obey the signa) and 
the “Ban Righ” crashed into the sloon. 

The unlucky vessel heeled over unt!

mast broke short off at the deck and 
went over the side carrying with it 
every st'tch of her canvas, and prac- 
tically every man on deck. As she

So there in the ocean the fires had to 
be drawn as soon as might be in or- 
der that the boilers might be scraped. 
All that the “Ban Righ” had in the way 
of canvas were fore and main stay- 
salle, and as she lay helpless a stray 
breeze came up and drove her steadily 
toward where the breakers were lash- 
ing the reefs off Oruba Island. To 
strike them meant to be battered.to 
splinters. 

Willis knew that if he could spread 
more canvas he was saved, and just 
then his eye fell on the awnings which 
covered the ship's forward and quarter 
deck. In two minutes more he had 
figured out how those awnings could 
be utilized as sails. He split the awn- 
ing poles and used them as yards and 
then bent the improvised salls to the 
fore and main mast. Those awnings 
did the trick. That night the vessel 
drifte1 forty-three miles, but in the 
morning the engines were free from 
salt, and Capt. Wüns was able to get 
up steam and—trusting to luck to 
avold capture—limp toward the port of

| By this time it was light. The hunt 
tor the British skipper was getting 
keener than ever, and the idea of his 
getting back safely to the American's 
little house was out of the question. 

“Tl was just thinking about making 
terms above,” says the captain, when 
along came a Norwegian cattleship, 
‘and the Philadelphia man persuaded 
‘her captain to let me hide in his hold. 
The Norwegian was shipping bullocks 
‘for Cuba, and 1 had to take a hand as 
‘keeper side by side with the Colombian 
‘negroes. The bullocks came down the 
pier railroad in trucks—fifty-two in a 
truck-~and when the truck doors were 
opened the beaets would plunge out 
and thunder down the slanting way 
into the hold in one heaving. panting, 
‘sweating herd, Then they would give 
a bellow and a toss of their heads, and 
gallop from one end of that hold to 
the other in a fashion that made us 
men there flatten ourselves tight up 
against the planking to avoid get- 
ting trampled upon. All day long they 
came swarming in, charging and fight- 
ing, and tearing from one end of the 
place to the other, for all the niggers 
could do. ‘tt was awful hot weather, 
and the stench in the hold was some- 
thing atrocious.

“Biggest ever! But say, have you 
seen how the fellows up north are 
striking out after some of our South- 
ern California thunder?” 

That was the reply of Walter Ray-

“Yes, sir,” he continued, “those fel- 
lows have taken the cue from the 
people who made Southern Califor- 
nia, and citizens of Los Angeles want 
to wake up, or they will find a lot 
of the home seekers diverted from the 
southland. 

“The business men of San Francisco 
and surrounding towns have sub- 
scribed a fund of $2500 per month, and 
— already opened their guns on the 
cast. 

“It is to be a ‘campaiazn of educa- 
tion, on the lines adopted by the 
Raymond cgmpany, more than thirty 
years ago, ‘and which has brought 
thousands of people and millions of 
money to Los Angeles. 

“Outside capital has made Los An- 
geles, do you know that? Sometimes 
people who claim to represent the city 
puff themselves up, hang their thumbs 
in the armholes of their vests, and 
say they have done it. But they 
haven't. They have just out

their hats and aprons, and caught 

them full of the fruits of individual 
enterprise. 

“They Want to wake up now, and 
do more for Los Angeles than they 
have ever yet done, or those fellows 
u north will carry off all their 
plums. 

“Why, as far back as 1879, when we 
began running excursions out here, 
we began booming Los Angeles, and 
we have kept it up ever since. 

“I brought Prof. Charles F. Hoster 
out here in 1555, and had him fill the 
eastern press with the most glowing 
descriptions of Southern California. 

“In Boston we organized a series 
of stereopticon shows, equipped them 
with vast quantities of pictures and 
ready-made lectures, and backed them 
‘while they traveled throughout the 
East and showed the glories of this 
sunny land. These shows were a 
great hit, and advertised Southern 
California in a way that nothing else 
could have done. 

“This is the identical plan that the 
San Francisco merchants and bust 
ness men now propose to adopt, to, if 
possible, stem the tide and divert to 
their section some of the vast amount 
of capital that is flowing to Los An- 
geles. 

“In 1883," said Mr. Raymond, “I 
came to Los Angeles with a party of 
thirty-five people, when this city had 
but 11,000 inhabitants. On that trip 
I conceved the project of building the 
first Raymond hotel at Pasadena, 
which was connected by a stage line. 

“We arrived here and stopped at the 
Cosmopolitan Hotel. Our party was 
made up of wealthy and prominent 
eastern people, and the hotel accom- 
modations were not what they were 
accustomed to having. About two 
days before we got in, we began to 
prepare them for the worst, so they 
would not be too greatly disappointed. 
Most of them had their luggage left 
on the sidewalk, ate one meal, and 
went north on the next train. 

“I recollect well, that 1 went to 
Santa Monica, remained all night, 
and the next day came back here, 
hired a conveyance and drove to 
Pasadena. 

“Portions of Pasadena were a wil- 
derness of sage brush, but I selected 
the now well-known site on the hill. 
broke ground for the hotel, and by 
leveling and cutting down made about 
four acres on the hill-top. In 1886 
the hotel was opened, 4 trainload of 
employés having been brought from 
Boston to take charge of it. After 
nine years, it was burned down, and 
rebuilt last year. 

“We spent $30,000 a year in advertis- 
ing Southern California, and endless 
numbers of the people, whom we have 
brought here for the first time, have 
gone back East and written books 
about it. 

“A good anecdote is told of one of 
our Luther L. Holden's brochures on 
Southern California. 

“An qmatermn man is sald to have 


read Mr. Holden's story of the beau- 
ties of this incomparable land, and, 
getting angry because he did not have 
the money to take the trip, he threw 
the book om the floor. The next morn- 
ing he picked it up, read it again, 
mortgaged his house, and came out 
here to see for himself. He is here 
yet. 

“If Los Angeles is to hold her own, 
I wish to repeat, and make it strong, 
her people must get a move on, and 
back up their Chamber of Commerce 
better than they have ever yet done, 
for the central part of the State has 
for the first time entered the fight in 
earnest. 

“Why, there is Sacramento! She 
has built a branch railroad to Fair 
Oaks, fourteen miles away from the 
city, in order to make that a suburb. 
Have the people of Los Angeles built 
such a railroad anywhere?” 


MONUMENT TO WOMEN. 


MODEL DESIGNED EY A NOTED 
SCULPTOR

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Washing- 
ton boasts an almost countless number 
of monuments in its streets, parks and 
legislative halls, but they are all dedi- 
cated to the glory of men. Incidentally, 
the appurtenances of men are intro- 


duced, so that one may truthfully say 
that there are monuments to horses. | 
cannon and cannon balls, ships, | 
anchors, swords, and a lot of such 
senseless things, while there is nothing 
which in stone or bronze bears trib- 
ute to the greatness of woman, except 
the allegorical figures which symbolize 
Columbia, the Goddess of Liberty, and 
so forth. The hour has come when 
this obvious impropriety will be recti- 
fled; the idea of a memorial monument 
to the patriotic women of America was 
conceived by W. Clark Noble, a prom- 
inent sculptor, and he has just com- 
pleted a miniature model which shows 
a grand and historically truthful de- 
sign. To describe a work of art is an 
almost impossible task, as such a pres- 
entation has its own message to the 
eye and heart, which only the soul of 
the onlooker can comprehgnd. 

Mr. Noble's design may be grasped at 
a glance,. yet the details are so intri- 
cate that they wiil repay unending 
study. Based upon a broad, oval 
sweep of almost multitudinous steps, 
an imposing triumphal arch lifts ite 
grand proportions in stately symmetry; 
the ornamentation of the various archi- 
teciural features is beautiful and pure, 
harmonious and noble. The arch is 
closed on each side by a bronze panel, 
whenee emerges from low relief to full 
round below, a winding procession of 
graceful forms, portraying the spirit of 
the people laying olferings on woman’é 
altar; the opposite design displays the 
heavenly host “eo forth to welcome 
the’ souls of the dying soldiers. 

In one pedestal Death scatters pop- 
pies over the fallen hero, while Woman 
ministers to hie last earthly require- 
ments; on another, mother and daugh- 
ter send forth their loved ones to bat- 
tle; on still another, a female Victory 
brings to the bereaved ones the sword 
and paim of their heroes; and last 
and best, Woman joins the hands of 
reconciled en mies. Tall pillars of 
victory guard the approaches where 
Death is designated, and the Sphynx— 
mysterious, woman-like creature, weird 
symbol of the hidden feature of mortal 
life—broods over her impenetrable se- 
cret. 

Surmounting all, a cluster of splen- 
did figures present woman glorified. 
Rising majestically from her throne, 
she greets war and peace, literature 


and art, science and industry, al! of 
whom approach to lay their homage 
at her feet. Above her head hover two 
angels, with over-arching wings, and 
beside her stand two welcoming genii, 

Inside the arch is a gorgeously deco- 
rated hall of memorials and records of 
American women's achievements and 
honors in all ages, the space being rich 
with precious marbles, and exquisite 
ornaments. Without, the broad, sur- 
rounding spaces are diversified with 
founiains and Hover beds. 

The estimated cost of this magnifi- 
cent monument is %2,000,000, the orig- 
inal plan was to have a bill proposed 
in Congress for an appropriation, but 
that has been abandoned, and the in- 
tention now is to have the women of 
America themselves provide the cost of 
this monument to their sex by means 
of the chain-letter system, through 
whoee marvelously cumulative means it 
ie belleved the sum, large as it is, will 
be speedily collected. 

Men of prominence who have been 
asked to give their opinion upon the 
fitness of this project are, one and all, 
enthuelastic in its laudation. Among 
thern Julian Hawthorne has expressed 
his sentiments in thoughts that athe 
and wordg that burn. Mr. Hawthorne 
says’ ‘Though Ged alone can fully 
requite women for their services in the 
mighty work they have done for their 
brethren, and to the glory of our com- 
mon hurmmnity, we may at least prove 
to the world that we feel our obliga- 
tions. We must at least do as much 
for them as we have done for our Sol- 
Gers. We can erect to their honor 
some mighty monument in bronze and 
stone which shall announce to remote 
posterity that America knew the worth 
of her daughters. During the genera- 
tion which has passed since the Civil 
War, our nation has advanced in power 
and civilization beyond the dreams of 
it® founders. the national mind has 
broadened, and its heart grown deeper. 
We are better able now than before to 
realize what our women have done for 
us, and are till doing. and to under- 
stand the necessity of a monument to 
commemorate it. 
and love were never lacking in our 
hearts: but these feelings should now 
be symbolized in some fitting and en- 
during form of majesty and beauty. 
Hitherto women have been left to find 
their reward in the lofty conscious- 
ness of noble duty done.“

Prospect in Atlin. 


Story of a Prospector That 
Reads Like a Romance— 
Reward of Faith. 


TACOMA (Wash.) May (-t is esti- 


mated that ten to twenty million dol- 


lars will be taken during the next few 
years from a mountain of auriferous 
gravel in the Atlin district, B. C., 
owned by Senator Mason of Chicago 
and his associates. Mining men fa- 
miliar with the property say the largest 
stockholders will be millionaires. This 
splendid result will be wholly due to 
the faith evinced by Senator Mason 
three years ago in a hydraulic placer 
proposition submitted to him by Albert 
A. Johnson, formerly a real estete 
dealer and City Councilman of West 
Superior, Wis. Meeting with reverses 
during the panic of 1993, Johnson went 
to Alaska. The story of his success 
reads like a romance. He tells it in 
these words: 

“I went to Alaska in 1896 with four 
men and an outfit, intending to cross 
the Valdes glacier and get into the 
Copper River country. We wandered 
around for four months, threw our 
packs away long before reaching the 
Tanana River, without finding gold. 
When we got back to the coast scurvy 
and rheumatism had reduced me al- 
most to a skeleton. 

“Then I struck into the country 
again, this time alone, and went south 
from Lake Atiin. I took out some gold, 
and as fast as men go: tired of working 
in the flooded country and left 7 
bought their claims and hired men to 
work them. I sent out of the country 
for books on geology, of which science 
I was entirely ignorant, and studied 
hard. Study and prospecting told me 
the mountainous sides of Spruce Creek 
must contain gold in large quantities. 
I saw that water would have to be 
piped over canons and carried on 
trestle work for two miles. I a 
title to a mountain of dirt and went te 
Chicago to see Senator Mason. 

“He interested capital in the project 
and an engineer was sent to investi- 
gate. The engineer reported that there 
was plenty ot gold there, but that it 
would not be possible to get of the 
tailings by hydraulic washing, and that 
the massive machinery required could 
not be got in over the mountains. I 
beat the engineer to Chicago and saw 
Senator Mason first. He concluded to 
make a trial; and gave me the money 
to take in 150 tons of machinery. 

“I finally managed, to get the people 
bullding the railway over White Pass 
to construct a special scow for Lake 
Allin. J. 8. Heany, a railroad con- 
tractor, put in nine miles of narrow- 
gauge tiack for me. Some 
tubing for the pipe line was forty 
inches in diameter, and all the joints 
were seventeen feet long. We had to 
straighten a trai] for nine miles from 
Atlin to get the machinery and material 
on the g nd. 

“Now we have 4200 feet of fume con- 
structed, part of it on trestie work 
forty feet high, 1600 feet of ditch dug 
and 2350 feet of pipe laid down to the 
1000-foot sluice box laid at the foot of 
the mountain. A water plant has been 
installed to generate electricity for 
handling the derrick and to furnish 


“When I touched the lever and 
turned on a six-inch stream, driven 
with a force equal to 1800 horse power 
last October 1, the noise made as the 
side of the mountain Was torn away 
was about as great as anybody ever 
heard in that region. We own 300 
acres in that district now, and I have 
been selected as general manager of 
the concern, known as the Columbia 
Hydraulic Mining Company. It is in- 
corporated under the laws of the State 
of Washington. One of the noted cap- 
italists now interested 
berley, the iron magna 
ton, Pa. 

“An offer of $1,000,000 for the prop- 
erty has been refused. During the 
coming season the intention is to put in 
another plant above the one now in 
operation. I expect to much money to be 
taken out of the property this season 
that I could not care to name it. Peo- 
ple would say I was exaggerating for 
effect.”

Critic Filched the Plot. 

Now that Leo Ditrichstein is well es- 
tablished as a playwright and can col- 
léct his royalties as a Gramatist with 
regularity he can look back with a 
smile at bis frst play, but it was not 
| always that he felt about it as he does 
now. He is Hungarian by birth, and 
be always had an interest in the stage. 
When he was a young student at home, 
/only 18 years of age, he thought that 
he @ calling to write plays, and he 
worked out an idea that he had for a 
piece, never thinking that there was 
anything to it. It was only a one-act 
drama, and he modestly calied it “A 
Plot for a Comedy,” but some of his 
friends suggested that there was merit 
to it. and asked him to submit it for 
production. He did not feel about is as 
they did, and he firmly declined. How- 
ever, at last he sent it away to one 
of the leading critics of Germany, to 
ask his opinion about it. Then he 
waited, patiently waited, for no an- 
ewer came. He did not press the critic 
for a return of the manuscript, for he 
felt convinced that it was worthless, 
and he gave up all his ambitions, and 
never told a person about his experi- 
ence. A couple of years later, at the 
Burg Theater, there was a new play 
produced, and all the world went to 
see it. It bore the title, “A Comedy,” 
and Mr. Ditriehstein, remembering his 
own work of a similar name, started 
with the rest. The drama started in a 
familiar manner, and line after line 
startied hig ear in reminiscence. It 
took only a minute for him to realise 
that his critic had taken the tncidents 
f the amateurs drama, had e aborated 
them into a two-act play, which he 
claimed as his own, and won a certain 
success. That convinced the young man 
that he had started in the right direc- 
tion after all, and he began again on 
the branch of literature for which he 
had a natura! aptitude. He has never 
sent away another manuscript to a 
perfect stranger for the mere criticism.

American Push in Demand. 


LONDON, April 26.—J. C. Stewart, 
the American building contractor who 
recently performed the feat of finish- 
ing in ten months the new Westing- 
house works at Manchester, which 
British contractors said conldn't be 
completed in less than four years, and 
who has established several English 
records in the course of his operations 
on the Mersey Tunnel, has been bom- 
barded with requests to take charge 
of various big building jobs that have 
been dragging on here for years, and 
put them through in American style, 
practically at his own terms. 

Mr. Stewart, who is in America at 
present, where he has been consulting 
with George Westinghouse, has just 
cabled acceptance of the most enticing 
of these offers, which comes from the 
Midland Railway Company. Five years 
ago the Midland company began bulld- 
ing an immense hotel at Manchester, 
to cost $5,000,000, but the work has 
gone so slowly that at present only 
about half the superstructure is fin- 
ished, the interior not having been 
touched. Just before Mr. Stewart left 
for America the company offered him 
$100,000 to finish the hotel, and $10,000 
for every month under tweive in which 
he could accomplish the job. Mr. Stew- 
art gave no decisive answer, but in- 
structed his chief assistant at Man- 
chester to go over the ground and re- 
port cable. On receipt of his lieu- 
tenant's report, which recommended 
that the offer be accepted, Mr. Stewart 
cabled that he would undertake the 
work, and his English staff already is 
getting or ized and fitting up new 
offices on,the spot. Mr. Stewart himself 
leaves New York for England today, 
and even before he gets here things 
will begin to fly at the Midland Hotel 


in Manchester. 
Pay the Head Waiter. 

Some of the Broadway restaurants 
are adopting the German plan of hav- 
ing the head waiter collect the money 
from guests instead of having it paid 
directly to the waiters. This practice is 
followed in Germany, and some of the 
restaurants here of that nationality 
have long employed it.

EVIDENCES OF CATASTROPHES. 

Some late geological researches by 
Dr. G. Frederick Wright in northern 
and central Asia seem to confirm the 
argument of the late Sir Joseph Prest- 
wich, that since the glacial epoch the 
continent has been submerged be- 
neath the ocean to the depth of sev- 
eral hundred feet. Prestwich, with 
great erudition, marshaled a series of 
facts from this paleolithic realm in 
such @ way as to show great prob- 
ability that in numerous places herds 
of animals of dissimilar kinds were 
huddled together in extremity of fear 
and distress, and were drowned by an 
overwhelming incursion of the ocean. 
These evidences he traced continu- 
ously from Southern England through 
Southern France into Italy, to Austria 
and into Syria. He believed that they 
extended much further east, but was 
unable to verify it by geological evi- 
dence. One of the most remarkable 
accumulations of bones mentioned by 
him was in Sicily. Twenty tons of 
bones of hippopotami were shipped 
from one cave near Palermo within 
the first six months of working, and 
they were so fresh that they were 
sent to Marseilles to furnish animal 
charcoal for use in the s r fac- 
tories. These were associat with a 
few bones of deer, ox, bear and fe- 
lidae. These and many other similar 
occurrences in Corsica, Italy, Dal- 
matia, Malta, Greece and the north- 
ern coast of Africa, Sir Joseph Prest- 
wich attributed to a submergence be- 
low the ocean, by reason of which in 
the peculiar relations of the adjacent 
plains and the amphitheater of hilis 
surrounding them, the animals of the 
region were surprised, as in a seine, 
and were overwhelmei by the en- 
croaching waters. This catastrophe 
was later than the formation of 
marked raised beaches which are dis- 
tributed about the Mediterranean 
shores. How old, however, with re- 
gard to the latest glaciation of North- 
ern Europe these beaches mey be does 
not certainly appear, although Prest- 
wich regards them as later than the 
latest glaciation. They may, how- 
ever, be older. 

PROF. WRIGHT'S EXPLORATIONS. 

More recently, as already mentioned, 
Pr-f. G. F. Wright has made a very 
noteworthy contribution to the prob- 
lem of the flood of scripture. He has 
found evidences that the whole of 
northern, and much of Central Asia, 
extending westward at least to the 
Caspian Sea, has been submerged be- 
neath the ocean in very recent geolog- 
ical time. The detailed facts of this 
exploration are not yet fully pub- 
lis „ His hypothesis not onl ex- 
plains the anomaly of the absence 
of normal drift deposits in Siberia, 
but also counts for the discordance 
of some the phenomena of the loess 
of Asia, and if fully sustained by fu- 
ture researches it will prove worthy 
to be ranked with the glacial hypothe- 
sis of I. Agassiz. 

Therefore, if the trend of geological 
investigation, so far as it bears on the 
question of the flood of scripture, be 
justiy interpreted, it is necessary to 
admit that such interpretation justi- 
fies the belief that large portions of 
Europe and of Asia, as those coun- 
tries exist today, have been below the 
ocean level, perhaps more than once, 
in late geological — and that 
such submergence t the 
in which the biblical flood is said to 
have occu 


rred.

TRACKLESS TROLLEY CAR. 


It Runs Satisfactorily on Street Pave- 
ment and Macadam Roads—First Line 
in America. 


[New York Herald:] The first track 
less trolley line in America will be 
in operation at Franklin, N. H., next 
summer, tre City Council having 
granted permission to a company 
to erect poles and wires for the sys- 
tem between the railroad _ stations. 
Work upon the new line is to be be- 
gun at onze. A fine stretch of ma- 
cadam road will serve to give the 
— trolley an excellent opportu- 
nity. 

In Germany a line of the gort has 
been operated from the old fortress of 
Koninstein through the Biela Valley, 
the cars making use of the highway 
and street pavements without dim 
culty. The cars were at first oper- 
ated over a distance of a mile and a 
half, but an extension of the service 
by eight or nine miles is planned. In 
p of the usual single overhead 
trolley wire there are two wires, one 
above each side of the car, which 
serve the purpose of the overhead 
wire and e rail. Two trolley les 
connect the car with the wires, allow- 
ing play enough for the car to de- 
viate about ten feet, when need be, 
from its ordinary course. 

When cars have to pass the motor- 
man of one merely has to remove his 
trolleys from the wires for a moment 
while the other car slips past. The 
ability to change direction within lim- 
its, of course, will be necessary to al- 
low passing other vehicles on the road. 
The basic idea of such a line is not 
a new one. As far back as 15882, 
Siemens 4 Halske ran a carriage 
through the streets of Berlin by means 
of a suspended wire. The idea was 
not further developed at the time, 
however, and nothing practical was 
done in this direction until compara- 
tively recently.

That done, the bank organized iteelf 
into “a financial department store.“ It 
advised correspondents that anything 
desired in New York could be obtained 
by telegraph without expense to the 
purchasers beyond the actual outlay. 
One correspondent bank reported a 
scarcity of female labor, and asked to 
have nine servant girls secured and 
shipped West at once. They went the 
next day. Another asked to have flow- 
ers sent to a friend aboard a depart- 
ing steamer. That order was filled. A 
western bank wanted its New York 
correspondent to intercede with the 


customs officials to expedite the arrival 


of a friend aboard an incoming 
steamer. It saved the traveler two 
hours’ delay. Another bank requested 
that the New York institution attend to 
the comfort of a friend who was to 
undergo a serious operation at a hos 
pital. That was done. Others sent dry 
goods to be exchanged, wanted the 
bank to buy wedding gifts, and to 
see to the transportation of friends 
from one railroad station to another. 
All these things involved the expense 
of money, labor and energy. But they 
were worth while.—[W. J. Boles, in the 
World's Work.

“All the above means that play is or- 
dained by the or to supplement 
the other educational activities; to de- 
velop the physical and mental health 
and vigor, to bulld character, train cit- 
izenship, and produce the highest pos- 
Sible types of manhood and woman- 
hood. For achieving this end play bears 
the same relation toward the emotional 
faculties which the hunger for truth 
or knowledge sustains toward the in- 
tellectual life. To suppress it. as is 
widely done today, means to suppress 
the child’s growth and to dwarf body 
and mind. To neglect mt. as is also 
universally prevalent, means to have 
the child fed, in this respect, on pol- 
sonous food in the streets, alleys and 
other rowdy gatherings, and to become 
a man or woman of low tastes, vulgar 
habits, degrading tendencies—bdlighted 
life."—{[Home and Flowers.

kinds on the spread of various dis- 
eases, and may at some future time re. 
sult in attempts to exterminate whole 
races of noxious insects.—[A. E. st- 
wick in May Everybodys.

ROWTH OF THE STEAMSHIP. 


There has been a close relation be- 
tween the development of the marine 
steam engine and the improvement in 
materials. Steam pressures with the 
compound engine were kept down for 
a time by the inability to procure 
boller plates of sufficient dimensions, 
but the great improvement in the man- 
ufacture of open-hearth steel enabled 
the higher pressures, which were used 
at the end of the compound period, to 
be used safely. The Aberdeen, the first 
triple-expansion engine steamship, used 
steam of about the same pressure as 
the last compound ships, namely, 125 
pounds, but it was soon realized that 
if the full benefit of the triple-expan- 
sion principle was to be obtained, 
higher pressures should be used, and in 
a very short time they went to 150 and 
160 pounds, the steel makers meeting 
the demand for the thick plates of the 
large dimensions which were necessary. 
Along with the increase in steam pres- 
sures and the gain in economy there 
had been progress along other lines, 
and the sizes and speeds of the ships 
had increased so that the machinery of 
the express steamers in the Trans- 
Atiantic service had become of very 
large size. For a time the largest ves- 
sels with the most powerful engines 
afloat were the steamships Paris and 
New York of the American line, and 
the Teutonic and Majestic of the White 
Star line, but these were ec by 
the Campania and Lucania, which were 
not only larger vessela, but had engines 
of 30,000 horse power. These vessels are 
600 feet long, 6 feet 3 inches beam, and 
25 feet mean draught, with a displace- 
ment of about 18,000 tons. The maxi- 
mum horse power of their twin-screw 
engines is 31,000, which on trial gave a 

of over twenty-three knots. The 
success of the triple-expansion engine 
and the possibility of carrying still 
higher pressure led to an early intro- 
Guction of the quadruple-expansioa 
engine, where the pressures went up 
to over 200 pounds. The St. Louis and 
St. Paul have twin-screw quadruple- 
expansion engines carrying 210 pounds 
pressure. More recently the steamer 
Deutschiand, with the largest engines 
actually afloat, also has quadruple-ex- 
pansion engines. The Deutschland is 
663 feet long, 67 feet beam, 28.5 feet 
draught, and 23.200 tons displacement.

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PARLOR CAR. 


A casual observer might wonder 
why the rods, bolted through the tim- 
bers at either end, are placed under 
freight cars, says Cloudesiey Johns, 
writing on the “Philosophy of the 
R in Leslie's Monthly for May. 
They Are not put there for hobos to 
ride on, but to stiffen the floor of the 
car. Sometimes there are four—two 
close together on each side—but more 
often there are six, separated by equal 
distances. At the center, where the 
rods are ridden, there is often room 
between them and the bottom of the 
car for a man to sit almost upright, 
though with his head bowed forward, 
but where there are six rods the hobo 
usually lies across them like a steak 
on a gridiron. While the train ts mov- 
ing slowly it Is easy, as a rule, to drive 
him off by throwing coal or rocks at 
him; if it is going very fast, there is 
danger of killing him, and that is likely 
to get the brakeman in trouble (from 
ten years to life is customary.) There 
is one other way of removing a hobo 
from the rods under a freight, but the 
brakeman must be a man of steady 
nerve, quickness and physical strength; 
also he must know exactly where the 
hobo is before he comes off the top to 
get him. Dropping from the train a 
car or two ahead of the one under 
which the man is riding, the brake-

HE CELTIC REVIVAL 


Among other topics dealt with in 
the May Era is the Revival of Celtic 
Literature,” on which subject an arti- 
cle by Ian Jay McGarvey appears: 

The revival, which had its origin in 
Europe, has crossed the ocean, and 
in Pennsylvania, founded by a Celt, 
it has thousands of supporters; but i 
does not tarry here, but goes across 
the continent, into every city of any 
consequence, until it reaches the Pa- 
cific Coast, where the Celt, in his en- 
terprise, has kept step with the march 
for materia! and comrnercial success. 

It is searcely necessary to inform 
those familiar with Ireland and its his- 
tory, that very little Gaelic has been 
spoken in Dublin for about three cen- 
turies, though it be the capital of the 
country. The great majority of the 
inhabitants, professional, commercial 
and industrial, are distinctly Celtic, 
but they speak the language of the 
foreigner, although with a perceptible 
accent. In fact, the residents of that 
city have the reputation among learned 
men, of speaking the language of the 
Sassenach with a greater degree of 
purity than it is spoke anywhere in 
England. Though it be not a Gaelic- 
speaking city. some of the most distin- 
guished Gaelic scholars in the world 
reside there, and the most successful 
journals advocating the revival of the 
language are printed there, and from 
it, as a center, that influence has radi- 
ated which is now a material element 
in producing so great an interest in 
the history and literature of the Celts. 

In January. 1655, an edict was issued 
against Dublin, ordering that all rest- 
dents, Protestants and Catholics, who 
were unable to speak the English lan. 
guage by June 20 of that year, should 
leave the city. 

There are probably no countries in 
Europe, with the exceptions of Greece 
and Italy. where there are a greater 
number of literary remains. dating 
back to an extreme antiquity, than 


there are in Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales. This is not surprising. when 
it le remembered that Gaelic had blos- 
somed into poetry and eloquence cen- 
turtes before the ue, even 
in archaic form, had been spoken. Lan- 


Perhaps even our religious life is not | guage is intimately allied to litera- 


ture: it is the mother. and thought the 
father, of literary works. 
During the Danish occupation many 


destroyed, and later many more were 
Carried away by the English in their 
periodical wars upon the Celts. For- 
tunately they have been presented 
in libraries and museums, and are now 
accessible to Gaelic scholars. Hun- 
dreds of manuscripts still remain in- 
‘tact in Ireland, and one of these is 
the Book of Kells, dating back to the 
sixth century, being the most ar- 
tistic specimen of an Ulumed book in 
the world, according to the opinions of 
philologists and historians. The 
literary eminence and erudition of the 
Celts in ancient times should alone 
be sufficient reason for keeping alive 
the language in its home in Scotland, 
Wales, Brittany. the Isle of Man and 
Ireland, but also in free America, 
where science and art are welcome, 
and where every race and nationality 
stand codrdinately and absolutely free 
——.— every possible character of oppo- 
sition.

Pasted in a Southern Girl's Album by 
2 Confederate Soldier it Saved the 
Family’s Fortune. 


[New York Sun:] “There was a time 
in the life of the Confederacy,” said 
the southern colonel, “when we had so 
little regard for the North, or so much 
for ourselves, that we didn't think a 
roll of greenbacks was worth any more 
than a roll of wall paper. Out of this 
feeling grew a very pretty little ro- 
mance which began in Holly Springs, 
Miss., and ended at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel in New York City. 

“I was a young fellow of the enthusi- 
astlo sort that believed utterly in the 
final success of aur cause, and when, in 
1862, Van Dorn swung ‘round into Holly 
Springs and captured Grant’s money 
and stores, I was on hand with the 
boys, whooping it up in great shape. 
Among the erticles captured was a big 
lot of greenbacks, $2,000,000 or $3,000,000, 
more or less, and we had plenty of it. 

“IT had about $50,000 in my saddle 
bags that I was taking along with me 
to give away as souvenirs. wasn't 
good for anything else, in my opinion, 
but it was worth carryi along for 
that. as part of it was in $1 bills and 
didn't take up much room. 

“I knew a pretty girl near Holly 
Springs, and incidentally I called on 
her.
